Wilderness Parks 

pUBLIC ATTENTION has been focussed on the 


question of industrial exploitation of wildemess 
PArks, Strathcona Park in particular, by the debate 
at the Victoria Fish and Game Protective Association 
clubhouse in which both sides made thought-provok- 
Ing points. This is a healthy development, for the 
demand of loggers and miners for entry into the parks 
is bound to grow, and It is up to the public, through 
its legislators, to be the arbiter. 

Representatives of the forest industry argued 
chiefly on economic grounds, as might be expected: 
that sale of the timber would provide revenue for 
development of park amenities, that additional -Doug¬ 
las fir was sorely needed, present stands being ex- 
ccaalvcly cut, and that the harvesting and reseeding 
of tre es in Strathcona would provide more Jobs for 
loggers and mill workers; that the fires started by 
lightning were destroying and thus wastii« the timber. 

These arguments certainly must be granted to 
haw some appeal, although perhaps the last la as 
overdrawn as Ihe conservationists' picture of the 
parks being "levelled" and laid waste. 

But it win strike most people as strange if in the 
vaitness of British Columbia, areas like Strathcona 
Park cannot be spared alteration by man'i hand with¬ 
out Impeding industrial progrem to a point which the 
province cannot afford. And It must be foreseen that 
if once industrial utilization of parks begins on a 
large scale. It will continue as succeaaive blocks or 
crops of trees are available for cutting. 

Umpoiled nature is a rich heritage now. To suc¬ 
ceeding generations, as the prwince and the country 
are more thickly settled, it win become Increasingly 
valuable. To say that we dinnot afford it is a short¬ 
term view.

Plants for Shut-Ins 


ihort-livnl plants arc no food here, 
for as you can well Imagine, the early 
wilting and dying of a beloved plant 
could have a setioua elfert on the 
mmtal outlook of Its owner, leaving 
her even more discouraged than be¬ 
fore. 

It Isn't likely that, such a gift 
plant will be neglected; on the con¬ 
trary. the greatest haxard to the 
plant will be the toolovlng care It 
will receive—the eternal fussing and 
petling. driblets of water given at all 
hours of the day and little treats of 
plant food administered far too often. 
A plant needs the eonslitutlon of a 
bindweed to stand up under such con¬ 
stant mothering.

Another hazard is the warmth of 
the room. A temperature which Is 
pleasantly warm to a busy housewife 
will be uncomfortably ehlJly to those 
whose movements are restricted, and 
it Is nearly always necessary In turn 
up the heat in the room of an 
insettve person. Most of our popular 
flcmerlng houseplanta thrive best in 
the 30 to 60 degree range, and It 
Uikes a bit of searching to find sub 
Jecis which will be at home in the Ti 
degree warmth of the shut in's room.

One common problem In Christ¬ 
mas shopping la what to buy for a 
shut-in, gn invalid, or an elderly per- 
aon who can't get around much any 
more. For those unfortunates who 
must of necsBsity spend nearly all 
their time within the four walls of 
their room, I know of no gift which 
will give greater pleasure and a 
greater lift to their morale than a 
potted houseplanl. 

I have seen many rases w here the 
shut-in has become discouraged and 
.apathetic, taking little or no Interest 
In her surroundings or her personal 
appearance—old eyes loo tired for 
much reading or crocheting, nothing 
to do. bored and fed up with monol- 
ony. And 1 have seen the gift of a 
houseplant spark that same Invalid 
Into a new Interest in life, awakening 
each morning Impatient to see what 
new growth hat been made overnight 
and watching w-ilh genuine excite¬ 
ment the formation and development 
of each new leal and new blossom. 


Our old friend the African violet 
meets all these speri firs lions, and is 
an excellent choice. A native of Kiast 
Africa, it Is no atrai^er to high 
temperatures, and while neglect or 
over-watering or other errors In cul¬ 
ture may keep the thing from bloom¬ 
ing and cause the outer Iravcs lo 
droop. It Is a fairly rare thing to 
hear of an African violet actually 
dying.'

Other plants suitable for this pur 
pose are the Gloxinia from the 
tropical rain forests of Brazil, the 
Cape Primroae or Sireptocarpus from. 
Madagascar, and Impatleas suliani, 
affectionately known as Busy Uzzle 
or Tatienre Plant, a native of Zsnzi 
bar. 

Any member of the cactus or sue 
ciilent family will do well In the dry 
air and high temperature of the shut 
In's room, but the renpienr mu«t he 
warned against over watering, which 
Is fatal to these plants. Plants to 
avoid are the lovely Cyclamen, the 
Cineraria, and the dwarf houseplant 
Chrysanthemum, all of which go 
downhill rapidly In an overheated 
room.
